He who -wishes may find out the ex- 


act age of an oyster, though he has not 
the .tell-tale 'evidence in teeth. The 
lines in the groove of the hinge of the 
shell tell, the whole story, each line 
vepresehting a year. An oyster 'is of 
ige at 4 years—that is, he is old enough" 
to vote, take care of a family and go 
to market. Going to market is a dis- 
astrous undertaking, for a 4-year-old 
oyster is particularly palatable. 
By 


this it must not be supposed that after 
an oyster has passed the four-layer 
period and has five, six, or even ten 
wrinkles on his shell he'is ti back num- 
ber. 
Indeed, there are records of oys- 


ters being eaten just after celebrating, 
their thirteenth birthday, arid.in most 
cases they formed a delicious.. meal. 
Thirty is an unusual age for an oyster 
to attain, because few are given an op- 
portunity to live so long. If left to 
enjoy'life In his own way, it is quite 
probable that the oyster would become'

"These plaster casts ars very success- 


ful as a rule,". said a lover of fine art 
in the statuary gallery at the Art insti- 
tute the other day, "hut unfortunately, 
they cannot be long preserved. The 
humid weather, of which', we have a 
superabundance in this locality, will 
destroy . them ere many years . have' 
passed." This is the general, complaint. 
Recently, however, .a patent .'has been' 
taken out in Germany for. the • treat- 
merit of . article's of plaster 
of ,paris 


with an aqueous solution of: ammoniunx 
borate, for the; purpose' of hardening 
them'and rendering them insoluble in 
water. The process referred to is said 
to give results decidedly superior to 
anything that has heretofore been pro- 
posed. 
The hardening liquid' may 


either be mingled with the plaster, in 
the act of molding or may be applied 
on the surface of the finished casts 
with a brush.

DIAMONDS OF VARIOUS HUES. 


Most-of Them Are Colorless, But Som« 


Are Bed ami Black. 


Although thousands of- men and 


•women in Chicago wear diamonds, at 
least on occasions if not constantly,- 
few know much about 
the precious 


.gems tb«y value so highly; While the 
largest number of diamonds are white, 
a clear, colorless, transparent stone- is 
rarer than might be supposed. There 
are also red, blue, green, yellow, 
brown, black and pink ones. 
Heat 


often changes the 
color and 
! after 


awhile .the acquired hue becomes per- 
manent. Yellow diamonds perhaps af- 
ford the greatest variety of shades. 
Some of them surpass any-other gem 
of that color. Specimens of canary 
colored diamonds-are quite common. 
If the gem. has a rose-colored tint it 
is. very valuable, while red tints, sur- 
passing the ruby, .and considered- the 
most beautiful .of all .precious gems, 
are exceedingly rare. A.few varieties 
are on record. One weighing ten carats 
was bought by Emperor Paul of Rus- 
sia for ?100,000. A cinnamon, or brown 
stone ls undesirable, as it is seldom 
pure. A black diamond is nearly as 
scarce ,as a red one. Blue diamonds 
rank next-to red ones in variety and 
beauty. Those; of :a dark blue color, 
resembling sapphires, are handsome 
gems, differing only from the sapphires 
in quality and the beautiful play of 
.colors peculiar to the diamond The 


:only real blue, stones are found in the 
mines of India. Besides the BismarcK 
and Hope diamonds, -there are only 
two others in the world that are prop- 
.erly called- blue diamonds. The green 
varieties are :;not as rare as the blue, 
Mac*,' red and -rose-colored species, 
yet a.grass-green-or fine/emerald color 
is scarce. 
When it does occur it ia: 


more brilliant than-the finest emerald. 
There are several varieties of green- 
tinted diamonds at the museam of nat-
